Favics. And it's clear that the Pulſe is leſs frequent in 
health, becauſe, after the Arteries by their Dilatation have 
bear the touch they are Contraded very near their Centre, 

and do expel into the Veins almoſt all the Contained Blocd, 
lo, in the ſubſequent Dilatation, as moving more ſpace, 
viz, From the Centre to the Circum, erence, they moſt 
of veceſſity take more time to Dilate, and Conſequently 
ſeldomer beat the touch, than in the Caſe where the 
Blood is with difficulty admitted from the Arteries, into 
the Veins , becauſe then they Contract Leſs, much of the 
Contained Blood remaining, binders their Coats from com - 
ing ſo near their Centre, as in the former Caſe, and fo 
their Terms or Bounds of Contraction and Dilatation be- 
ing near, they are moved from the Bouud of theit Contrac - 
tion, unto the bound of their Dilatation, & trick the Touch

to the Veins have made room for, which my ſometimes 
be very little; for in Agonizing or Expiring Perſons, where 
the Pale beats the Touch with the greateſt frequency 
imaginable, it's becauſe the Contradtion is ſo little and con- 
ſequently the blood ſquized out of the Arteries, ſo very 
little, that the Dilatation is again immediately felt on the 
Touch : and this is ſo frequent, that it is rather called 2 
Tremulous Motion of the Arteries, than a diftin& Pulſe 
conſiſting of ſenſible Contrad/on and Dilatation, But xc- 
cording to the Eypot be ſi: of the Grand Club, the Blood 
ſhould then Circulat more rapidly, than which there can 
be no thipginvented more Ridiculous.
